ARTAGENA, Spain, August 5.—A terrible marine dis- 
aster occurred last evening off Cape Palos. The Italian 
steamship Sirio, from Genoa for Barcelona, Cadiz, Mon- 
tevideo and Buenos Ayres, with about eight hundred 

persons on board, was wrecked off Hormigas island. 

Three hundred immigrants, most of them Italians and Span- 
iards, were drowned. 

The captain of the steamer committed suicide. 

The bishop of San-Pedro, Brazil, was also lost and it is reported 
that another bishop is among the missing. 

The remainder of the passengers and the officers and crew got 
away in the ship’s boats or were rescued by means of boats sent to 
them from the shore.

The Sirio struck a rocky reef known as Bajos Hormigas and

The Sirio was owned by the Navigazione Italiana, of Genoa. 

Before he committed suicide, the captain declared the steamer 
had 645 passengers on board and that her crew numbered 127 men. 
The Sirio had 570 passengers when leaving Genoa, but additional! 
Spanish passengers were taken on board at Barcelona, where the 
vessel touched a few hours before the disaster.

AWFUL SCENE OF PANIC AND CONFUSION 
FOLLOWED STRIKING OF THE VESSEL 

The vessel began to settle rapidly immediately she had struck, 
and a terrible scene of confusion and panic é¢nsued on board. The 
fishermen along the coast sought to render every assistance in their 
power and sent qut boats, which brpught many survivors ashore. 
Most of the officers and crew of the Sirio are among the saved. 

The survivors have gone into camp on the main square of the 
t-wn at Cape .Palos. Here harrowing scenes are enacted as the 
Stricken families anxiously seek beloved members among the res- 
cued. 

A mother, who lost her three children, went insane. The doc- 
tor of the Sirio gave up his wife and child as lost, but they were 
finally brought in by one of the rescuing boats, and the scene as this 
family was reunited was most affecting. One of the boats sent out 
by the fishermen brought in twenty-four passengers. 


MANY FISHERMEN WERE DROWNED 
IN EFFORT TO RESCUE PASSENGERS 
The condition of the survivors is most deplorable. They have 
lost everything and are without money, food or clothing. The 
maritime authorities of Cartagena have dispatched a tug to the 
scene carrying relief supplies. The buildings of a circus and the 
noorhouse are being used as temporary quarters for the survivors. 
The latest reports from the cape say that three boats have just 
brought in a number of rescued. An additional sadness is added 
to the catastrophe owing to the fact that a number of fishermen, 
who were conducting rescuing operations, were drowned in conse- 
quence of the overturning of a boat. 
The captain of the Sirio, just before he killed himself, attributed 
the wreck to his own imprudence.

united for the purpose of raising the 
scale of prices. 

He said that the main reason why the 
trust had been formed was because there 
was such a loss in the business caused 
by people leaving their laundry and never 
calling for it again. He said that an- 
other reason was the scarcity of negro 
labor, for nearly all the Chinese have 
to employ negro help on rush days. 

The main reason, however, he said, 
wag the fact that the big laundries 
charged higher prices and did no better 
washing. He thought he was entitled to 
receive as much pay as any of the big 
laundries, 

One reason of the trust, and one which

CENTRAL GHURCH ORGAN 
REPLACED BY NEW ONE 


Historic Musical Instrument Was Brought to Atlanta 
Church During the Progress of the 
Civil War. 


: The last vestige of the old organ at 
the Central Presbyterian church disap- 
peared a few days ago, and the congre- 
gation, which has been worshiping in 
the Sunday school room, returned yester- 
day to the main auditorium. The new 
organ, which has been ordered, has not 
yet arrived, but is expected in a few 
weeks. 

The old organ was not torn down with- 
out some feeling of sadness, as it had 
furnished the music for the congregation 
in the old building and also in the pres- 
ent one. Then, too, it had many associa- 
tions and memories which made it sacred 
to a large per cent of the congregation. 

Atlanta’s First Pipe Organ. 

It was the first pipe organ ever erected 
in a church in the city. When it was 
bought and brought to the city there 
was much of a stir in church musical 
circles. It was deemed grand beyond ex- 
pression, and after it had been fitted into 
place and the bellows was slowly pushed 
up and down for the first time while the 
audience listened—it was pronounced the 
most magnificent organ ever heard. 

And it was-for its time a splendid in- 
strument, and it no doubt qulte filled with 
awe the audience that heard its first 
notes pealed forth upon Atlanta air. 
Then, too, it had come from a noted 
place. It was not a new organ when 
brought to Atlanta, but was purchased 
from the Fifth Avenue Presbyterian 
church of New York city. 

One of the most influential members 
of the church, and an elder, was Dr. J. 
N. Beach, a member of the mercantile 
firm of Beach & Root, from which firm 
has descended the Chamberlin-Johnson- 
DuBose Company. Dr: Beach was in- 
Structed to go to New York and buy an 
organ. This was during the civil war. 

He did so, and the organ was packed 
and Dut aboard a steamer and sent to 
Atlanta’via Savannah. It is worth while 
mentioning that the steamer bringing 
the organ was the last one to enter the 
port. of Savannah before the port was 
blockaded, and had it not reached the 
port just when it did Atlanta would not 
have had a pipe organ in any of its 
churches for many years later. 

But it came through safely and was 
finally received by the local freight 
office and turned over to the church in 
g00d condition. The first building of the 
Central church was by no means as 
handsome as the present one, and this 
organ in the old building presented quite 
an imposing appearance. 

In the present building 
looked of in reality been 
the purpose to which it has been put. 
For a long time, therefore, it has been 
the intention of the church to take it out 
and replace it with one in keeping with 
the handsome edifice of the Central 
church. The matter has, however, been 
delayed from time to time. 

Early this spring, when the new Sun- 
day school building of this church was 
completed, it was determined to proceed 
at once to remodel the Organ loft and 
pulpit and to order at once a new organ. 
The tctal cost of all the improvements 
to the choir ioft, pulpit and new organ 
footing up about $15,000. 

All these improvements have been 
made and everything !s nOw in readiness 
for the placing of the organ as soon as it 
arrives. It is being built specially to 
order, and some delay has been o0c- 
casioned by certain specifications which 
have been insisted upon by the church. 
It is announced, however, that it will be 
shipped from the factory some time the 
latter part of this month. 

The pulpit platform of the church has 
been enlarged and the capacity of the 
choir loft more than doubled. This loft 
has also been lowered more than four 
feet, which brings it down into close 
touch with the preacher. The organist 
will sit just above and immediately in

Two Churches Closely Allied. 

For many years the public has re- 
marked the warm ties of friendship and 
Christian love existing between the mem- 
bership of the two churches located in 
front of the state capitol. These two— 
the Central Presbyterian and Second 
Raptist—have seemed to grow closer .to- 
gether as the years passed, and many 
have remarked and wondered at it. 

Of course there are many things which 
have led up to this happy situation, but 
probably one of the early causes was at- 
tributed to the getting of the organ for 
the Central church. The firm of Beach 
& Root was composed of Dr. J. N. Beach, 
who was an elder of the Central church, 
and Hon. Sidney Root, who was a deacon 
in the Second Baptist church. Both of 
these men were leaders and powerful 
factors in the religious development of 
the south side of Atlanta along Presby- 
terian and Baptist lines. 

Mr. Root.~became much interested in 
the project to’ get a handsome organ for 
the Central church, and it is reported 
secured several] subscriptions in the Sec- 
ond Baptist membership to assist in its 
purchase. Whether he did this or not 
is not known positively, but when 
organ was used the first time, so great 
had the interest of the Second Baptist 
church become that about half its con- 
gregation was in the Central church at 
that opening service. 

Thus these two business partners

PORTABLE WIRELESS OUTFIT. 


Use at **= Maneuvers 
of Army. 

Washington, August 5.—TU'nder the di- 
rection of Captain George 8S. Gibbs, who 
is In charge of the signal work at the 
maneuvers camp at Mount Gretna, Pa., 
a portable wireless telegraph outfit for 
field use will be thoroughly tésted. The 
entire equipment for each station of the 
system will weigh only slightly more 
than 300 pounds, and the weight of the 
sectional mast, which is 60 feet high, is 
only about 50 pounds.

It can be taken for granted that the house of representatives will give 
graye and thorough consideration to the senate bill providing for extension 
Of the state road lease for a period of sixty years. The questions involved 
are too great—too important to the interests of all the people—to be dis- 
posed of without the fullest study of every possible phase of this great bus- 
iness problem. 

While we are sure every man who supported and-voted for the senate 
bill did so from firm conviction that he was acting in the best interest of 
the state as owner of this magnificent piece of railroad property, we are 
Strongly of the opinion that no such legislation should be énacted at this 
Session of the legislature. 

The present lease has something like thirteen years to run. There is, 
| as we see it, no possible reason for haste in providing for a renewal] on any 
| terms. The legislature will be in session next summer and the summer 
after that, and every summer between now and the expiration of the present 
lease; and while there is, of course, a possibility that better terms could be 
obtained in these prosperous times than might be obtained later, there is 
not only no certainty that this is true, but the probability is the 
other way.

He did not refer directly to ‘the lat- 
ter policy, contenting himself with the 
following treatment, which is un- 
doubtedly along the line calculated to 
appeal most effectually to the view 
point south of the Rio Grande: 

“Within a very few months, for the 
first time the recognized possessors | 
of every foot of soil on the American) 
continent can be, and I hope will be, ! 
represented with acknowledged rights 
as equal sovereign states at the great 
world’s congress at The Hague. This 
will be the formal! and final accepta- 
tion of the declaration that no part 
of the American continent is to be 
deemed subject to colonization.” 

It would have been difficult to re- 
affirm the dttitude of this nation ‘with 
mrore tact, and, at the same time, 
greater finality.

The supreme court decision in the 
Haddock case last April, raising the 
question as it did of the validity of 
many divorces, demonstrated the de- 
sirability of a uniform divorce law, 
or at least of some measure of uni- 
formity in the laws of the various 
states. The conflict in many in- 
stances is deplorable and here and 
there well nigh irreconcilable. 

It is this latter fact that makes the 


president’s crusade for a uniform stat- 


ute or a constitutional amendment ap- 


pear extremely uncertain as to event- 
ual success. It is true that sentiment 
in the nation has steadily crystalized 
against the growth of divorce; and 
that many of the religious denomina. 
tions have recently evidenced a ten- 
dency to combine their influence 
along the line of restriction. It is not, 
however,. apparent that the individual 
states are as yet prepared to give 
over their jurisdiction in an issue af- 
fecting sociological conditions as vl- 
tally as does this one. It is doubtful, 
for instance, if South Carolina, which 
could 
ever be brought into an accord with a 
law regulating divorce, no matter how 
liberal its conditions. 

It will be interesting to observe the 
result of the present investigation. 
There is need of a curb—a sad need, 
as no htinking American will deny.

“It came about this way: During the 
last years of the war Governor Brown 
was living in Milledgeville, then the

capital of the state. The federal troops 
were camping, marching and counter- 
marching in Cherokee near Canton. The 
governor had his negroes sent to Mil- 
ledgeville, and when that city was aban- 
doned he went into Dooley county and 
bought a plantation to which his family 
went carrying along the slaves. On that 
plantation they were kept busy up to 
the surrender. After Appomattox the 
governor visited the plantation. Just at 
that time he was like every man in the 
south—dead broke. He called his ex- 


Slaves about him at the big house on the 
plantation and told them that he had 
no money for them. He then informed 
the negroes that he would give them 


the plantation, and that they could divide 
ex-slaves were up-the-country negroes, 
as they were termed in those days.

“And upon that very farm the thriving, 
hustling, bustling city of Cordele was 
built. The Cordele town lot, now worth 
today the price the governor gave for 
the tract of land, is located quite a dis- 
tance from the center ofthe city. 


Speaking of Governor Brown recalls to 
memory the fact that the buggy in 
which he brought his bride to Georgia, 
and of whic!. I wrote a few weeks ago, 
is to be perpetuated. The old buggy, 
upon it fs a plate showing it was made 
in 1832, was unearthed about the time 
of the dedication of the Brown park at 
Canton, and was brought out. The vehicle 
was found to be in a good state of 
preservation, and “was an object of at- 
traction to the great gathering that day 
at Canton. It was examined and rever- 
enced by the sons and daughters of Geor- 
gia’s war governor, and its owner was 
ascertained. While yet in Canton, Mrs. 


Dr. Connally, daughter of Senator Brown, 
commissioned a business man of Canton 
to buy the old ‘heirloom. Mrs, Connally 
has within the last few’days received a 
letter from her Canton agent, informing 
her that the purchase had been made, 
and that the buggy was her property. 
Mrs. Connally has determined to give 
the relic of Olden days to the city of 
Canton. It will be located at some point 
in Brown rk, and there it will remain 
until age and time shall have obliterated 
it completely and wholly. 

No more suitable or appropriate loca- 
tion for that old Brown vehicle could be 
suggested than some point in the Brown 
park, where it can be seen without too 
much rubbering by all who may enter 
fhat park or .pass it by. 

Though that old buggy has stood the 
weather of many winters, and probably 
as many summers, without being shelter- 
ed, a protection of some sort is to be

It is a serious. matter, and should 
be considered separately and apart from 
other politics. If the proposition jis good 
it should not be defeated because of the 
unpopularity of sOme man who advo.- 
cates, nor should ft be adopted because 
of the personal popularity of some man 
who champions it.”’ 

Mr. Brantley presented in detail the 
constitutions and laws of Alabama, 
Loulsiana, North Carolina, Virginia and 
South Carolina, showing who can and 
who cannot vote under those laws. 


A ‘New Discovery. 

“I have been astounded,’ Congress- 
man Brantley continued, “to know that 
some of the best people will go out to 
public meetings to hear arguments on 
white suprémacy and become enthused, 
as if some god’ had come down to tell us 
how we shall have things done. The only 
way is to enforce the law and protect 
life and property. There is not a white 
man worthy of being called a white man 
who doesn’t favor white supremacy.

DON’T PULL FODDER. 

The operation of “pulling fodder’ is 
one of the most disagreeable and at the 
same time least profitable of the detalls 
of farm work. It is freely admitted that 
the well-cured blades, or what southern 
farmers call ‘‘fodder,’’ make an excel- 
fent hay—there are few better—but the 
amount secured in a hard day’s work is 
sO small that an ordinary crop of corn 
would hardly yield more than enough to 
supply the mules that pulled the plows 
that cultivated it. I know that there Is 
often a shortage in the supply of such 
fodder even when the yield of corn 
(grain) is sufficient, and not so very 
seldom the rainy weather so interferes 
with pulling and properly curing the 
blades that the net result is nil. 

On the other hand if the corn stalks 


cessfully by mixing at the rate of one 
pound in 150 gallons of water with the 
addition of 3 pounds of fresh stone lime. 
The lime will unite with the Paris green, 
preventing any burning of follage of the 
cotton, plants, and Mis Nquid mixture 
will adhere better than the dry mixtpre 
and consequently may be more effective, 

I don’t know any remedy to suggest 
to prevent these beetles from eating the 
corn silk. Of course, the mixture ol 
Paris green and lime, if distributed in 
the corn silk, would poison the beetles, 
but the work and trouble of getting the 
polson where it would be eaten by the 
beetles seems to make this plan rather 


hairy vetch per acre in September and 
cover in with a cultivator or scrape im- 
mediately following the picking over of 
the cotton.

BEETLES INJURING COTTON. 

J. A. Bethea, Buena Vista, Monroe 
County, Alabama—I send you by today’s 
mail bottle of bugs, the same es 

Isent before. You will please hand them 
over to entomologist. Mr. Smith will 
state that they’ appeared in my corn 
about the first or second week in June 
and are still there, eating the silks. They 
are also in cotton all th this nelgh- 
borhooe, eating the shutk from around 
the forms. They work in spots, but 
more or less everywhere. Hundreds of 
stalks with every form minus an 
shucks, and most of them dry up on sta! 
or fall off. The just want sufficient quan- 
tity to ruin crop. I cannot say how long 
they will stay, but fhey are getting more 
numerous. Corn silks are w playing 
out, but they are giving ete fits, 
Wish you could just walk into a patth 
I have just ulowed; you could notice fhe 
effect for 20 or 30 yards. 

Answer, by Entomologist R. I. Smith— 
These beetles belong fo the family 
Chrysmolidae, and are very closely re- 
lated to Laperodes brunneus, a beetle 
which ‘thas appeared in great numbers Ir’ 
a number of cotfon flelds in Georgia 
during the last two years. We have 
given this beetie the name of the “new 
cotton Heetie’ for wart of any other 
accepied common name. 

Where these beetles are injuring cot- 
ton by eating off the shuck from around 
the forms and by eating the leaves, thty 
ean be poisoned by dusting the plant 
with.a mixture of Paris green, Iime dust 
or cheap flour. Mix at the rate of one 
pound Paris green to 4 or & pounds of 
lime dust or flour. Dust this mixture on 
the cotton plants from a cloth bag of 
the proper texture so that a titin coating 
of dust can be distributed over the cot- 
ton s. The aim ehould be to dis- 
tribute about 2 pounds of actual Paris 
green per acre of cotton. ,

Answer—While !{t ts ver 
apply not less than.4 or § 
manure per acre on land Intended for 
alfalfa, it is not because of the need of 
the alfalfa for ammonia (nitrogen). Al- 
faifa is a leguminous plant and is sup- 
posed to be capable of supplying itself 
with an abundance of nitrogen from the 
air through the medium of its root tuber- 
cles. The essential purpose in adding 
stable manure is not to enrich the sof] 
by thus supplying it with Plant food 
(which, in stable manure, is chiefly 
nitrogen), but to supply the euzymes, or 
ferment germs, which aid in bringing 
about chemical changes in the soll and 
encouraging the development 
nitrogen fixing tubercles on the 
The manure also supplies a large quan- 
tity of decomposing vegetable matter 
which adds to the store of humus 80 
much needed by all r soils. The plant 
food elements especially needed for the 
growth of alfalfa are phosphoric acid 
-and potash. The mistake you have made 
in the treatment of the particular soil 
and also your garden, is the applying 
stable manure alone, which ten to 
make it too rich in nitrogen. This is the 
reason why your vegetables grow rank 
but do not yield well. Tomatoes, par- 
ticularly, do not succeed on very rich 
old garden soil. The remedy is to apply 
little or no stable manure for a year or 
two, but apply liberally of acid phos- 
phate and ae gees every year. I would ap- 
ply about pounds of high grade acid 
phosphate and 200 pounds of muriate of 
potash to the acre you are getting in 
readiness for alfalfa next fall. An ap- 
plication of 20 bushels of air-siaked lime 
would probably prove highly beneficiai— 
next fall. Corn raised in Virginia will do 
well in Mississippi, but I would just as 
lief plant Mississippi-grown seed of the

Tnen wash clean, wipe dry anu 
dress with oxide of zinc ointment (ounce, 
of oxide of zinc to 2 ounces of lard) 
every day. Also give half ounce of 
finely powdered saltpeter once a day in 
a bran mash.

When bleeding stops wipe it clean and 
touch the raw surface with either but- 
ter of antimony or pulverized bluestone, 
or lunar caustic,°or burned alum. Every 
third or fourth day scrape off the scab 
with a caseknife and repeat the caustic 
first used. It will -gradually eat down 
the wart to below the surface. Then ap- 
ply a little oxfde of zinc ointment once a 
day. You can get either one of the 
drugs named at any. drug store. A wart 
that has a neck may be cut off with a 
knife or by means of a small cord tied 
around its neck close to the body and 
tightened every day or two until the 
wart drops off. Then apply either of the 
caustics above named as directed.

CABBAGE BUGS. 

James W. P., Weogufka, Ala.—Under 
separate cover I sem you some bugs, 
together with their eggs. They seem to 
be injuring my collards. I- have about - 
stopped them by hand picking. Please 
give name of bugs and the best way to 
get rid of them. My collards are also 
infested: with worms, but I sprinkled 
them with kerosene emulsion, using a4 
broom. I think I had the emulsion too 
strong, as several of the buds died and 
sprouts are now putting out at the top 
ef collards, and some of the collards died, 
tut it appeared that the reot of the 
plant died first. Please give formula for 
preparing kerosene oil emulsion so. it 
will not be strong enough, to injure the 
plants and still be effective against 
worms. I think the worms are about 
all destroyed since I used the emulsion 
on them. 

Answer—I beg to express surprise that 
everybody has not yet found out about 
the Harlequincabbage bug,- or simply 
“cabbage bug.” It is a sucking insect, 
and therefore cannot be destroyed by 
Paris green, but only by hand picking of

But the easiest way to circumvent the 
cabbage bug is.to have a row or two 
of mustard growing near your cabbage 
patch, or a few plants among the cab- 
tage plamts. The bugs will live only upon 
plants of the conciferous family, which 
includes mustard. cadbouge, turnip. raa- 
ish, kale; rape—among cultivateg plants— 
and peppergrass, shepherds purse and 
ether weeds. But the bug prefers mus- 
tard to all other plants, and if you have 
a row of mustard plants near your cadb- 
bages you will rarely find a single bug 
(dif at all) on your cabbage. This-1 know 
from my own personal experience. When 
the bugs gather on the mustard plants, 
you may spray them with kerosene emul-

sion, or just let them alone—they wil
